SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

In the publication The School Reports a middle class uncle punishes his two teenage 
nieces and then his wife, using a cane, a riding crop, and a tawse across their bare 
buttocks. The whipping and caning applied to the wife is particularly severe. There is 
a considerable focus upon the pain and suffering of the women. 

Given that the depictions of punishment and suffering are presented in a sexualised 
context for the titillation of the viewer it is considered that the publication serves to 
promote and support both the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and 
the infliction of extreme violence or extreme cruelty. 

The Classification Office therefore classifies The School Reports as Objectionable. 
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
